Durr, 618, teaches that it 
is known to form a portable tool casing with an embedded component having a higher 
E-modulus that the rest of the casing material, but does not teach that the working tool 
carrier is connected to abut a non-embedded part of the component. The other art of 
record does not provide this structure.
